There is no lon^.-r one 
industry called farming, but in f ct a 
-oren induHtrie.. iTobably over «5 
t»er rent of ita products now go di- 
rectly or indirectly ,o tbe markets 
end probably over 80 per cent of the 
r«m lly iiTlnx must be purchased from 
outside. In the old days when pric« 
"uf ueted 1„ the Chicago market. 1 
moat ihey affected only 20 per cent 
of the income of the farm, a violent 
drop in prices could reduce the fam 
llT income by only four or five per 
cent. Trwtay the «jme flurtuallon In 
I'rice affecting a. It does 30 per cent 
" I'i" per cent of the products of the 
arm. <«n lake 26 or 60 per c-nt away 
rom the family net income and mnke 
he difference between comfort and 
freedom from anxiety, or on the other 
hand, debts and dlrcoiiragements. 

I do not suKKent a return to the 

greater security which agriculture en- 

oyed m Its earlier days, berauae with 

hat security were lower alandards of 

living, greater toil, tesa opportHnlty 

for leisure and recreation, less of the 

comforts of home, less of the Joy of 

I "»ing. 

' I em often conscious of aenlimental 
regret for the passing of ibose old 
time condliloDB. I have sometimes 
been as homesick for the way* of 
those sett contained farm homes of 
forty years ago as I have been for tlie 
kindly folk who lived In them, nut 1 
know it la no more posrible to re- 
vive ihoae old conditions than U is to 
summon back the reladres and 
friends in the cemetery yonder. tVhIle 
we recognise and hold fast to what Is 
permanent in the old time conditlona. 
we must accept what la Inevitable in 
the changes that have tiken place It 
la fortunate Indeed that the principles 
upon which our government was 
founded require no alteration to meet 
iheae rhangea. 



Rsvsalt Relief Plans 

Just as there is transformation In 
agriculture ao there h In other In 
dustry; Juat as there Is more spectall- 
latlons on the farm, so there la in 
othpr Industry. We live today by the 
esrhange of goods among ten thou- 
sand sorts of producers of specialties, 
A Isrge number of orcupationa which 
were conducted on the farm In old 
days are now conducted In the fac- 
tory. That Is one reason why we 
have a decreasing prop<friion of our 
people on the farma. fly this revolu- 
lion the American farmer has become 
fttmeshed In powerful and, yet deli- 
cate, economic fore-os which are work- 
ing In his dIaadvHhtage. 

In my acceptance speech tan days 
OKO I made an eiiended statement up- 
on the leRlalsllvo proposali for relief 
I to the agricultural industry which the 
Republican party haa put forward In 
Its platform. Vou would not wish me 
to take your lime to review that atkte- 
moot. I should, however, like to em- 
phasise that (he spirit of those legls 
latlve proposals is to work out a more 
ecoDomical and stable marketinf tys- 
tem. A federal farm board is to be 
set up with the neroBBary power, and 
resources to asslat the industry to 
meet not atone the varied problems 
of today, but those which may arise 
la the future. My fundamenUI con- 
cept of agriculture la one controlled 
by Its own membera, organised to fight 
Ita own economic battlea and to de- 
termine Its own destinies. Nor do I 
speak of orgs nliat Ion fo the narrow 
•en.e of traditional farm co-operallves 
or pools, but In the much wider sense 
of a sound marketing organiiatlon. It 
Is not by these proposala intended to 
put the government Into the control 
of the buaineas of agrlcaJture, nor to 
subsidise the prices of firm products 
Md pay the Iomm thereon either by 
Ihe federal tressury or by a tai or fee 
on the farmer.

^OT every hundred miles you are re 
moved from these market renters the 
price of farm products I, lower by (be 
amount of freight rates. Some calcu- 
lations which I made a few years afo 
•bowed that tbe Increase., m railway 
rates had In effect moved the Mid 
west 200 to 40U miles (urlher from 
seaboard. Moreover, some of the 
competitive agricultural region, such 
«s Ihe Argeutine and Australia are 
•■lose to seaboard and with sea r.ites 
about the same as before tbe war 
fliey are able to compete with the 
American farmer In foreign markets 
to a greater advantage than bef^r" 
the war. This Increase in transporia 
lion rates also affects (he price, of 
roany thing, which the farmer mu.t 
buy, for much raw material which 
romes into (he Midwest pay, the in 
• reaaed freight rate and this In turn 
Is taken gp by the consumer We 
cannot return to pre-war railway 
rates without ruin (o the railways 
Therefore, I have long asserted thai 
Ihe real hope of reducing charges 
upon our bulk goods wai through the 
modernization of our great interior 
waterway, fly modernisation. I mean 
Increasing depths to a point where 
we can handle ten thousand tons In 
• line of barges pulled by a tug. This 
•dministration haa authorised th*- 
■rstematic undertaking of thla mod 
erniiatlon. Within a few yemr. we 
will bare completed the deepening of 
the Ohio up to Pittsburgh, the Ml. 
•ouri up lo Ksnsa. City. Omaha, and 
beyond, the Mississippi to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, the Illinois to Chi 
cego. We already have eiperlonre 
with results, for with only tbe main 
river from St. Uuls to New Orleans 
«s yet working properly, the rates for 
transportation of bulk agrlcultursl 
products through that sect Inn is near 
pre-war railway rates. We will not 
have tbe advantage of full result, 
until the entire Mtssl.slppi and Its 
irlbutaries are In one connected tmni 
portatloB system. 

Aesurss Lake-Gulf Route 
We have another great opportunity 
of relief in the building of a shipway 
from the great lakes to the .ea. Our 
engineer, have recommended the St. 
Lawrence route a. the preferable out 
let. The admlnlatration has under- 
taken negotiations with Canada upon 
the eubject. If these negotiation, fall 
we must consider alternailTe routes. 
In any event the completion of this 
great ayslem of barge lines on the 
river, and connecting the lake, with 
the gulf, of opening a ehipwsy from 
Iha lake, lo the sea, will make an ef 
fectlre transportation system IJ.OOO 
mllaa In length penetrating twenty 
mldwMt .tata.. It will connect these 
statM with seaboard at the gulf on 
ont hud and with the North Atlantic 
on the other. And this means more 
than the mere saving upon the actual 
»oodi .hipped over then route.. If 
Ptrt ot our crops can more to market

huahtl, the buyers" competitive hid- 
dlaj for thla portion of the crop will 
to«e upward the pHco ot the whole 
erop.

Of hIa distribution Held; hiH busineaa 
province has ahrunk. This develop- 
ment should lend lo lncre«se manu 
facturlug industry in the midwest and 
thereby create a larger diversity of 
*nil'lnymtnt and a greater local mar- 
ket for agricultural products. Nor 
does this development mean the crip 
Pllng of our railways. The annual 
increase in railways traffic will give to 
them a far more and complete offset 
to these diversions. Moreover, erery 
thInK that Increases the prosperity of 
tlie country also helps the railway.. 
The policy of rapid consummation of 
thi" Kreat project will be continued If 
the llepubilcan admlnistratioo be con 
tinued. We ahould at the present rale 
of progress bare completed tbe Mis 
Klsf-ippi system within the nest four 
mr». It Is a rltal part ot the reha- 
bllllailon of the middle west agrlcul 
ture and business. 

Still Need to Pioneer 
The modernizations of our water- 
ways recall again the earlier life of 
i"»a. At one time Its transportation 
was in large degree over those same 
rivers and many of our pioneers 
re«'lted this stale by the old Packet 
hr.ata and their own rafts. Nor are 
Ihe days of the pioneer over. We 
ha>e to pioneer through economic 
IToblems, through sdentitlc develop 
maiit and Invention on to frontiers Just 
as forbidding. Just as romantic, and 
Just as pregnant ot added happiness 
as our fathers erer knew. The teat 
of our generation will be whether we 
can orercome these fronliers. whether 
«e can hold mastery over Ihe sy.iem 
we have created, whether we can 
maintain the advantuge we have in 
heraed, whether we can hold our- 
aelvea a nation dedicated lo equal op 
portunlty for nil. 

There are those m ihli audience 
who saw Imwu au open prairie. I re- 
call members of my own family who 
In my childhood were still breaking 
ihf aotl In Ihe western part of the 
state and were then still living in the 
nnt sod houses of the pioneer farm 
er. Our fathers and grandfather, 
who poured over tbe midwest were 
seir-rellaoi, rugged. Ood fesring peo- 
ple of Indomitable courage They 
conblned (o build the roads, bridges, I 
anti towns; they co-operated together 
lo erect their schools, their churches 
snd lo raise their barna and harreai 
thflr fields. They asked only for 
freedom of opportunity and an equal 
chance. In these conceptions lies the 
real basis of American democracy 
They and their fathers give a genius 
to American instltudons that dlatin 
guished our people from anv other Id 
the world. Their demand for an 
equal chance ia the basis of Amer 
lean proRress. To those who hare 
by necesilty worked in other lands 
come, this most vivid meaning of 
America and a deep gralllnde for 
what our fathers hwe bullded. Hare 
there are no limits to hope; no limit, 
upon accomplishment; our obligation 
today i, to maintain that equal oppor- 
tunity for agricultural a. welt a. for 
every other calling. 

Pledge. Service lo Horns. 
When we traverse the memories of 
those who have bullded this state and 
this nation we recall these acta 
which are rooted lo the aoii of serr- 
l<'«. When we rehearse our own 
memories we And that none give oi 
such comfort and satisfaction a. the 
record of service we have been able 
to render I do not believe our peo- 
ple hare lost those liner Quaiitle. of 
i-ufKBd character, lelf reliance, or 
inlttatlre. nor hare they lost the 
(treat quailiy which they Imbedded lo 
American character, the quality of 
neighborly co-operation and mutual 
wrlce. It la In this quality that our 
hopes must lie In the solution of our 
great problems. 

And I mast ear tgalo that the solu- 
tion ot these problem, ha. but one 
purpose-that la the comfort and 
welfare ot the American family and 
the American home.
